STUD FARM CHRONICLE 


Care of Foals and Schooling the Stallion 


Dear Boss: 

The foaling season has about passed its 
peak. We have 22 foals. 10 colts and 12 
fillies. Of the 22 foals, 17 were born be- 
fore midnight. With only six more to go. 
it is certain that | have won my bet with 
our foaling man. 

Of our own mares, all of which have 
now foaled. we have nine fillies and three 
colts. This means that for two years in a 
row we have been strongly on the filly 
side. | expect that you will say we are a 
“filly farm.” This is more apparent than 
actual: if you recall, the figures I sent 
you last winter showed that in the 1]-year 
history of this farm. we had exactly half 
colts and halt fillies. On the whole. our 
fillies have been better than the colts. 
and therefore are more easily remembered. 

Of these 22 foals. one arrived on the 
date that the mare was due. Four were 
early, an average of four days apiece. 
and 17 were late. These 17 were on the 
average seven days late. with a range of 
from 2 to 19 days. One of the mares 
was 16 days late: last year this same mare 
was 28 days late. | have heard of several 
mares this spring that have been a month 
late. None of these compare with a mare 
that several years ago carried her foal V4 
months and 11 days. 

My last letter told you about a potential 
jaundiced foal. This filly now is in per- 
fect health and was never the. slightest 
bit ill. The mare has been bred back to a 
stallion that she supposedly is not positive 
to. By this I mean that when she was 
mated with this stallion in 1946 she had a 
normal foal that nursed immediately and 
developed no signs of jaundice. It is pos- 
sible. of course. that in the interim she 
has become sensitized to this  stallion’s 
blood type. and if this is true, her foal of 
next year would be subject to jaundice. 


One of our young mares died last week. 
She gave birth to a colt at 9 o'clock in the 
evening. The foal was large. and was born 
11 days late, but delivery was normal. 
This mare was very excitable last year 
during the birth of her first) foal. This 
time she did not show any interest in her 
foal and was unusually quiet. Her quiet- 
ness was so unusual that we immediately 
called) our veterinarian. A few minutes 
after calling the vet. our fears were con- 
firmed. The membrane under the mare’s 
eyelid had become very pale. Her ankles 
and legs felt very cold. and we were sure 
that she was having a major hemorrhage. 
At this time she was still quiet. but being 
reasonably sure that she would die. we 
moved the foal to another stall. This was 
done to prevent injury. as we knew that 
the mare would become quite violent just 
before expiring. This) precaution turned 
out to be very wise. Just as we heard the 
veterinarians car drive up. the mare 
jumped to her feet, staggered around her 
stall several times. then fell over dead. If 
the foal had remained in the stall. it, to- 
gether with the foaling man and I. would 
probably have been injured. 

Post-mortem examination revealed that 
there had been a tear in the bread liga- 
ment between the left ovary and the left 
horn of the uterus. The large vessels in 
this region. including the utero-ovarian 
vessel, had been ruptured. and the mare 
had bled internally. The abdominal cavity 
was full of blood and blood clots. The 
hemorrhage obviously could not have been 
stopped. even if our veterinarian had been 
present at the time of foaling. It is worthy 
of note that no bloodworms were found 
in the anterior mesenteric artery. 

The orphan colt was very lively and 
was introduced to his foster mother with- 
in 12 hours of his dam’s death. He was 


nursed every two hours. and that evening 
at 5 o'clock he was the picture of health. 
Several of the men from the other barns 
had come to see him prior to going home. 
His good spirits and evident good health 
caused several favorable comments. As we 
left him he went to sleep in his stall ad- 
joining the nurse mare. She was stand- 
ing at the door connecting these stalls. 
and was staring at him. 

At 7 o'clock, when the foaling man pre- 
pared to take him into the nurse mare’s 
stall, he was unable to rise. He was aw- 
fully sick. Our veterinarian came at once. 

The colt’s illness was diagnosed as 
septicemia. His temperature was 105 de- 
grees, and the first thing we did was to 
put about a quart of saline solution into 
his circulatory system. He then was given 
streptomycin. a drug which has worked 
wonders on the average septicemia case. 
This foal was too far gone. He died within 
two hours of these treatments. In all. there 
was a time lapse of only four hours  be- 
tween this foal’s apparent good health 
and his death. Much of the disaster that 
formerly was associated with septicemia 
has been dispelled by streptomycin. Over 
75 per cent of the cases diagnosed today 
are not fatal if treatment is started early 
enough. If the infection is caught soon 
enough, it is now more or less of a minor 
disease, and even the physical appearance 
of the foal within a day or so of his re- 
covery is about normal. A post-mortem 
showed “lesions of septicemic infection.” 
Our veterinarian’s diagnosis had been cor- 
rect, but unfortunately we were unable to 
save the colt. 


PRECAUTIONS. One of our maiden 
mares foaled Saturday night. She had a 
nice colt, and they both are doing well.

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The Preakness Stakes was first run May 
27, 1873, on the first day of the Mary- 
land Jockey Club’s meeting at Pimlico. 

The Preakness was run annually from 
1873 to 1889. Discontinued with other 
Maryland racing for 20 years and revived 
in 1909, 

In some of the years in which there 
was no Preakness Stakes in Maryland, 
races of the same name were run at Mon- 
mouth Park (N.J.) and Gravesend (N.Y.). 

The race was run in two divisions in 
1918, when a total of 26 overnight entries 
were made. The Maryland Jockey Club de- 
cided to run the race in two divisions 
with $15,000 added for each, although the 
association had offered only one purse of 
$15,000 for the race originally. As it 
turned out, the Pimlico track could have 
acommodated the 16 horses which finally 
went to the post in the two divisions, ten 
in one and six in the other.

Name—Milton H. Sanford had a small 
New Jersey farm, which took. its name 
from Preakness Creek, a tributary of the 
Passaic River. Mr. Sanford owned a big. 
coarse. colt. son of Lexington and Bay 
Leaf. which in the fall of 1870 won the 
first running of the Dinner Party Stakes 
(now the Dixie Handicap) at Pimlico. 
The colt’s name, Preakness. was taken 
from the estate of his owner. In 1872. 
when Gov. Oden Bowie, president of the 
Maryland Jockey Club, and other prom- 
inent Turfmen in Maryland made their 
plans for a 3-year-old race to be the fea- 
ture of the Baltimore spring meeting of 
1873 they chose the name of Preakness

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Stakes for the race. in commemoration of 
the first Dinner Party Stakes and its win- 
ner. Preakness was bred by R. A. Alex- 
ander at Woodburn Stud. Spring Station. 
Ky., and was sold as a yearling to Mr. 
Sanford for $2.000, top price of the 1868 
sale at Woodburn. He did not start until 
October of his 3-year-old season. when he 
won the Dinner Party Stakes, worth $18.- 
500. The following season he defeated the 
cracks Glenleg and Helmbold the 
Westchester Cup. In six seasons he start- 
ed 37 times and won 17 races. In the sum- 
mer of 1875. as an 8-year-old. he ran a 
great race to dead-heat Springbok in the 
Saratoga Cup. and Mr. Sanford decided 
to include him in the string he was send- 
ing to England. The horse was of little 
account in England, and after a few un- 
fruitful seasons in the stud. was destroyed 
in the fall of 1881, because of the violent 
temper he had developed. He was a mas- 
sive animal with a bull neck and heavy

COLORADO DERBY REVIVAL 


The Colorado Derby. one of the old 
races of the American Turf. will be re- 
vived at Denver’s new Centennial Park 
on August 1. The first Colorado Derby 
(9 furlongs) was run at the old Jewell 
Park track. at Denver. on May 24. 1887. 


The track added $300 to nomination fees 
of $50 per horse. There were nine starters, 
and the winner was a 3-year-old named 
Parnell. Originally named Winifican, Par- 
nell was by Trumps—Third Cousin. by 
Uncle Vic. He was bred by Joseph Swig- 
ert at his Stockwood Stud. in Kentucky. 
After winning the Colorado Derby, Par- 
nell came back three days later and was 
second in a 1!x¢-mile race against older 
horses.

speeding dissatisfaction. A flavor of the 
old time lingers there. just as it does at 
the hunt meetings, and a man who gets 
it in his blood isn’t going to be entirely 
happy playing the double at Aqueduct. 

For one thing. Keeneland is one of the 
two remaining tracks—Saratoga being the 
other—at which horses are saddled under 
the trees in the open, with anyone on the 
grounds eligible to get himself kicked by 
any horse in the entries, and you would 
hardly believe how many people crowd 
into the saddling area. For another, it’s 
the only major track without a public ad- 
dress system. As a means of calling a 
race I have no great objection to the 
loudspeaker. But as a means of reading 
the program to the customers, and of tell- 
ing them that the horses are on the track 
[I have a good many objections. One is 
that it makes a loud and raucous noise, 
like a loser. Another is that a man who 
can't see a dozen horses-——horses are quite 
large. you know—topped riders in 
bright silks ought not to be at a race 
track. He should be home studying Braille. 

A lot of the old civil rights are being 
invaded. it seems to me, but IT am going 
to hold out as long as I can. Personally. 
if I take a notion to tear up a pari-mu- 
tuel ticket ’'m going to tear it up. and no 
damned loudspeaker is going to balk me. 
It if turns out it was a good ticket, I can 
always stop the children’s allowance for 
a few weeks and get even. And without 
being the most discerning reporter in the 
world, or even in the room, when I bet 
on a horse I'm going to pay some atten- 
tion to what won the race. 

This is by way of saying that the rac- 
ing at Keeneland was immensely pleasure- 
able. and that people had a way of seem- 
ing to enjoy it. That the pari-mutuel 
handle stayed up to 1 per cent of last 
year’s was good too, because it means 
that the purses will stay up. Of course, 
as noted here before. profits of the meet- 
ing go to educational purposes. and I'm 
beginning to distrust education, which, 
like the loudspeaker, is being foisted on 
everyone, whether they like it or not. Col- 
leges have spoiled a lot of good gas-sta- 
tion attendants, and maybe Keeneland 


would be closer to its civie duty if it just 
bought Racing Forms for the poor. But it 
was fun. 


BLOOD. The Blue Grass Stakes was 
the star of the piece, but there was a 
race a day earlier which intrigued me 
considerably more. There were eleven 
horses in it. Two of them were by *Blen- 
heim 2nd. One was by Bull Lea and an- 
other by his sire, *Bull Dog. One was 
by the fast and successful Sun Again. 
Another was by the Derby winner Count 
Fleet. and another by the crack miler 
Roman. Reigh Count, Bimelech, Cold- 
stream, and Chance Play accounted for 
the others. This department was naturally 
too lazy—I mean too occupied with other 
duties—to look up the dams, but one of 
them was the brilliant Myrtlewood and 
another the fine mare Blue Delight. Some 
of the others IT remembered as dams of 
stakes winners, without quite being able 
to remember the names. 

It was as wonderfully pedigreed a race 
as I’ve ever seen. Derby. Futurity, Bel- 
mont Stakes. or whatever. The only trou- 
ble with it was that it was for 3-vear- 
old maidens and that nothing in it had 
ever been able to beat anything. Some- 
one suggested that the entries should be 
cut out and posted on the door of the 
yearling sales pavilion. but this seemed 
unkind. 


The winner of the race turned out to be 
Calumet Farm’s All Blue. which as a son 
of Bull Lea and Blue Delight had perhaps 
the best pedigree in the race. IT did not 
actually see it done. but the conditions 
of the race specified that the owner of the 
winner was to be presented with a julep 
cup with the compliments of Miss Wool- 
wine. [ will present you with this pedi- 
gree business of mine. If this be treason. 
make the most of it. 


OPENING. The inaugural at Churchill 
Downs was the fourth opening which this 
tourist has attended this year, and it was 
the fourth time that the crowd exceeded 
previous expectations. The Hialeah figures 
are not exactly remembered here. but 
they were excellent. Laurel announced that 
it expected 15,000, and it got about 22.- 
000. Most guesses at Jamaica were around 
40.000. and the actual crowd topped 50.- 
000. At Churchill Downs the figure was a 
bit over 18,000, beating last year by about 


2.000. In this case the weather could not 
he credited. fer there was rain before the 
crowd had gathered and some afterward, 
and it wasn’t a pleasant day at all. 

The importance of this to owners and 
trainers and breeders. of course. is that 
on the basis of such meetings as _ have 
been held in what I may loosely call the 
Eastern area this year, there isn’t much 
excuse for expecting a drop of any im. 
portance, and consequently not much. 
cuse for cutting purses. In common with 
most others, T had expected something 
like a 10 or 15 per cent decline, but now 
it doesn’t seem we're going to have it. 


VIDEO. Last year the Kentucky Derby 
was televised “live.” which is to say. as 
it was run. This year it is to be—-or was, 
depending on whether you these 
notes before or after May 6—filmed and 
run off considerably later. This depart- 
ment got involved in a long and probably 
not very historic discussion with Bill 
Corum, Churchill Downs’ new president, 
over the merits of this change of policy, 
It ended. of course. as most arguments 
do. That is to say that Mr. Corum and I 
thought very much the same way that we 
had before we got started, and we had 
passed an hour or so in amiable debate. 

But I found one fact a little hard to get 
around. though of course this was not ad- 
mitted at the time. When the announce- 
ment was made that there would be no 
live television this year, the sale of re- 
served seat tickets. whieh had been lag- 
ging. shot up suddenly the track 
found itself. two weeks before the Derby, 
with an advance sale which was some 
$40.000 larger than at the same time last 
year. 

You can understand how this might be. 
People want to see the Kentucky Derby. 
and this isn’t an easy thing to do. On 
television it's somewhat better business. 
Last year quite a number of — people 
around Louisville had Derby parties at 
home. One downtewn store announced a 
television showing of the race, and was 
reperted to have drawn some 2.500 people. 

How many of those people would have 
gone to Churchill Downs if they had not 
had recourse to television is naturally any- 


body's guess. 


Certainly this wouldn't stand for any 
race except the Derby, and it is still con- 
tended here that television. on the whole, 
is good for racing and that it will at- 
tract the interest of people who have net 
previously thought much about it. 

But looking back over these paragraphs. 
it seems that Mr. Corum won his argu: 
ment. because [ seem eventually to have 
agreed with him. That’s bad.

In foaling. this mare tore very. slightly. 
Our veterinarian sutured the tear the fol- 
lowing morning. This should be done at 
once so that it will be thoroughly healed 
in time for ninth-day breeding. Hf nothing 
is done until the mare is examined on 
her eighth day. it is usual to allow’ the 
stallion to cover the mare and then suture 
her afterward.

Tf 
an infeeted mare is bred. she can get in 
foal, but the chances of her having a nor- 
mal live foal are very slight.

If a new stallion is allowed to cover his 
first few mares without the stud man’s 
assistance, it is not unusual for the horse 
to back away from the mare the first time 
help is offered. There are several stal- 
lions standing in Kentucky today that are 
extremely mare if 
they have to be assisted to enter her. In 


reluctant to cover a 
most cases this reluctance can be over- 
come by a good swift swat with a broom 
across his backside as he starts to back 
away. This is not recommended. but it 
A much easier method is to 
teach the stallion correctly when he first 
retires to the stud. 


is_ effective. 


Some new stallions are reluctant to give 
the mare a close cover. This can be cor- 
rected by having extra men pull forward 
on the stallion’s fore legs after he has 
mounted the mare. This practice should 
not be continued. If he persists in staying 
too far away from the mare. stronger 
measures should be called for. The above- 
mentioned broom. or a good leather shank. 
will step him up where he belongs. After 
all, you can consider that you are doing 
him a favor. 

In breaking in a new stallion it has 
been my practice during the first year to 
give him at least one day a week off. and 
to double him at most only twice a week 
during the busy part of the season. Older 
stallions can do more than this. but over-

Experience and 
knowledge in a situation such as this are 
prime requisites to completing the job 
with a live foal and an undamaged mare. 

First. it must be remembered that the

the mare or the foal. or both. In this par- 
ticular case we were fortunate. The foal’s 
head and one foot were shoved back. in- 
side the mare.

a small amount of leverage could be ap- 
plied to assist in turning the foal. It took 
us about an hour to get the foal over.

This was not an unusually diflicult pre- 
sentation. The added presence of one o1 
both back legs. trying to get out at the 
same time. would have resulted in serious 
complications. Sometimes a foal is in such 
a difficult’ position that he has to be cut 
out by the veterinarian, This is very in- 
frequent. but when it happens, it takes 
all the joy out of the horse business. 


INVESTMENT. Telling you about this 
brings to mind the stories L have heard 
about farms where no night watehman or 
foaling man is employed. I have tried to 
make clear to you the point that it is al- 
mest impossible for anyone to look at a 
mare and say, “This mare will foal to- 
night.” Frequently you are almost convin- 
ced that a mare will foal, but she will 
fool you. Equally as often, mares can be 
looked at in the early evening and no one 
would predict that they would foal. vet 
they have foaled before morning. If a 
farm is without a night watchman, it is 
gambling and relying on good luck to 
protect its crop of foals. Considering the 
investment in broodmare keep and_ stal- 
lion fees. it would seem to be a very fool- 
ish gamble. The loss of only one mare or 
foal will frequently amount to a_ great 
deal of money, certainly far more than 
a year’s salary for a watchman. Checking 
back over my foaling notes for the past

foal from that service. Since she is a spec 
mare. | would estimate that at best she 
now has only about a 40 per cent chance 
of getting in foal this year. 

The second mare foaled Mareh 25. She 
arrived in Kentucky 15 days after fouling, 
No record as to when the mare went out 
of her nine-day period was available. No 
eighth day examination had been made. 
It was found that she has a strep infee- 
tion. It will take some time to clear this 
up. If treatment had been started on het 
eighth day. it is possible that she could 
have been bred and perhaps gotten in foal 
approximately 27 days after foaling. 

The third mare was shipped from Mary- 
land on her 30th day after foaling. She 
had been in season at that time. She was 
out of season when she arrived in Ken- 
tucky. Apparently this mare is complete- 
ly normal, and in all probability she will 
get in foal. Of the three mares sent here 
this year. my Maryland friend will prob- 
ably wind up with one in foal. His own 
mismanagement and bad judgment will 
be overlooked by him. Instead. he will 
no doubt complain that “those breeders in 
Kentucky are not giving me a fair break.”

Review of a Season’s Racing: 
Argentina Had a Champion 


Rio pe JANEIRO 
Argentine racing in 1949 had a real 
champion in the horse Penny Post, a mag- 
nificent chestnut 4-year-old by the famous 
Embrujo (by Congreve). Penny Post won 
the 1948 Argentine Derby, but failed in 
his clash that year with older horses in 
the Carlos Pellegrini. He was beaten by 
Academico. *Murano (now in the United 
States). and Carrasco, 
in 1949, however. he regained his lead- 
ership. and all indications were that his 
poor performance was the result of a 
temporary lapse of form. 


REAL TEST. As Tue Bioop-Horse 
readers have been informed many times 
before. the best races for older horses in 
South America are not handicaps. They 
are at weight-for-age. instead. with the 
aim to find the best among the good ones. 
Thus Penny Post conquered, in’ sensa- 
tional succession, the important classics 


Otons, 1144 miles; General Belgrano, 15g 
miles; Chacabuco, 1%, miles, and Gran 
Premio de Honor, 2;°; miles. 


After beating the very smart Cruz Mon- 
tiel, his greatest rival, in the Classico 
Otono, Penny Post beat him again in the 
General Belgrano, confirming his superi- 
ority. All other good horses were beaten 
then. and it become clear that neither 
Murano nor Academico would be the 
same dangerous horses they had been in 
the past. Penny Post took the lead in 
both races. as he has done in all his races, 
and made a tremendous pace of it. He 
won easily. 

He didn’t race for the important Clasico 
Vicente L. Casares. which was won by 
Cruz Montiel. Free from Penny Post. Cruz 
Montiel has shown superiority over all 
other top older horses in Argentina. The 
difference is as great as that of Penny 
Post over him. 
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Because of the fine performance of Cruz 
Montiel. the was of 
great interest to racing people. But again. 
and in a very clear manner. Penny Post 
beat rival. that time at 17% miles, 
Penny Post was then a strong favorite for 
the Clasico General Pueyrredon. at

a minor setback in training. and the con- 
test resulted in a match between Cruz 
Montiel and Quetzaleoatl Cruz Montiel 
won with ease, again confirming his po- 
sition as the No. 2 horse of the Argen- 
tine Turf. 

After these important races of the Ar- 
gentine weight-for-age calendar, Penny 
Post and Cruz Montiel started for the Ar- 
gentine gold cup. Called the Gran Premio 
de Honor. the race was run at Palermo. 
'; miles. It was worth 100.000 pesos 
to the winner. Penny Post was the win- 
ner from flag to finish. 


BAD LUCK. Thus they came for the 
valuable Gran Premio Carlos Pellegrini. 
at San Isidro. The race is run over 17% 
miles. and is worth 200.000 pesos to the 
winner. Again Penny Post’s bad luck in 
this race The field) for the 
Carlos Pellegrini had five horses and two 
mares. Penny Post. Cruz Montiel. Repeluz. 
Quetzaleoatl. and the mares Adoree and 
Nogoya were all bred in Argentina. The 
only invader in the field was the Uruguay-

an champion 3-year-old Luzeire. winner 
of all his races. ineluding the Uruguay 
Derby. Penny Post was a strong favorite. 
followed by Luzeire. with Cruz Montiel 


a distant third choice. 


The champion of the Argentine Turf 
took the lead at the start. and made all 
the pace. But in the stretch. his rider. O. 
Pelligrino. made a mistake that cost him 
the race. Thinking everything was_ fin- 
ished, 115 furlongs from home. be- 
came overconfident. At that point. under 
tremendous pressure. Cruz Montiel rushed 
by on the outside and won by a short mar- 
gin. Nogova was third. followed by Re- 
peluz, Adoree. Luzeiro. and Quetzalcoatl. 
Luzeiro did nothing. and it is fair to say 
that he was very thin for such a hard race. 
Penny Post was by no means disgraced. 
He was the horse of the race and the 
moral victor of the international contest. 

Owned by La Giralda Stable. Penny 
Post was nearly always ridden by Sal- 
vador di Tomaso. The only exception was 
the Carlos Pellegrini. when his substitute 
jockey caused him to lose the race. His 
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trainer is Guillermo A. Cervi. one of the 
aces of his profession in South America. 


BLOODLINES. Penny Post's sire. Em- 
brujo. was the greatest racer sired by the 
world-famous Congreve. and has won the 
place of his sire. He is the sensation of 
Argentine breeding. and has sired top- 
class performers since his first crop. 

In regard to Cruz Montiel. he is an- 
other great stayer by that fine stallion 
Fox Cub (by Foxhunter). Cruz Montiel’s 
dam is Cruz de Malta. a daughter of the 
great Macon. from Cruz de Hierro, by 
Tiny out of Divinidad. by Bridge of Can- 
ny. Owned by H. Lia up to the eve of the 
Carlos Pellegrini. Cruz Montiel was  pur- 
chased by the Seabra Stable, of Rio de 
Janeiro. 


FAIR 3-YEAR-OLDS. The Argentine 
3-vear-olds of 1949 were not a very bril- 
liant crop. with the possible exception of 
the Derby winner Swing. and the filly 
White Milk. They were not even sent 
the older the Carlos 
Pellegrini. as is usually done. The only 3- 
vear-old was the Uruguayan-bred Luzeiro, 

The Palermo Polla de Potraneas (Ar- 
gentine One Thousand Guineas), run in 
July for 3-vear-old fillies. had a field of 
12. The winner got 50.500 pesos. The 
favorite and winner was Elvis Stable’s

He is out of Misera. a daughter of 
Diadochos from Mistilla, hy Mistico. 


KENTUCKY. The classic 3-year-olds 
then started for the Clasico Miguel F. 
Martinez. 114 miles. There were three 
horses in the race. and the winner was 
Kentucky. a previously unregarded colt 
by the great miler... Killarney. Kentucky. 
whose name should appeal to North Amer- 
icans. beat Birrete by a half-length. Swing 
was last, several lengths back.

The important Premio Jockey 
Club. about 144 miles. was run in Palermo 
a little later, with a winner’s share of 
100.000 pesos. In the field of nine colts 
which started for the second leg of the 
Argentine Triple Crown. the favorite was 
Enigmatic. Again the winner was Ken. 
tucky. by three-quarters of a length over 
the same Birrete. Pancho Freddy. the 
second favorite. was third. In the beaten 
field were Enigmatic and Swing. The time 
was 2:0515 over a very slow track. Ken. 
tucky is by Killarney (Parwiz—Kitty 
Ricks. by Soulouque) from Maliciosa. by 
Diadochos—Malapata. by Fair Play. He 
was bred at the La Florida Stud. and 
was sold privately to Las Retamas Stable. 


THE OAKS. The Argentine Oaks was 
the next big race. The local name. is 
Clasico Seleccion, and the race is run at 
Palermo in September. over about 15% 
miles. The purse is 60.000 pesos. 


The strong favorite of course was the 
brilliant filly White Milk. The field in- 
cluded 14 fillies. with Ambigua second 
choice. White Milk. running again with 
the utmost brilliance. won by several 
lengths in 2:1825. Mome (by Cameronian) 
was second. and Crescent was third. White 
Milk was thus installed one of the fav- 
orites for the Argentine Derby.

THE DERBY. The Gran Premio Na- 
cional (Argentine Derby) was run Octo- 
ber 2. at the ancient Palermo course of 
Buenos Aires. The gross value was 290.- 


000 pesos: winners share 200.000 pesos. 


The field of 15 included the one filly. 
White Milk. a strong favorite. The second 
choice was Enigmatic, which demonstrates 
bettors are stubborn fellows. Kentucky 
was third choice. 


White Milk took the lead soon after 
the start, and made a fast pace from the 
beginning. Seven furlongs from the post, 
Swing was sent into the second place, and 
began his attack on the leader, Both then 
took a lead over the others, and in that 
fashion they came around the big Bel- 
grano turn which precedes the strength. 
At the head of the stretch, White Milk 
was only a haif-length in front of Swing, 
but the filly sprinted to a margin of one 
length. Then Swing rushed again. and a 
great battle ensued. In the last 50 yards. 
Swing succeeded in’ beating the game 
filly by half a length. His time was 2:35° 5 
over a slow track. which is good for 2.500 
meters (about 1 7/16 miles). Kentucky 
was third, followed by Kalibek. Punitaqui. 
Enigmatic. Trenzador,. 
others. 


Pulidor. the 


Owned by Monique Stable. Swing was 


starting for the first time under the care 
of Trainer Alfonso L. Salvatti. “the ma- 
gician” of Argentine trainers. Swing was 
bred at the famous La Pomme Stud of 
Mr. Roger Guthmann, and was sold _priv- 
ately to his present owners.

After the race. Swing suffered in- 
jury and could not race against the older 
horses in the Carlos Pellegrini. Nor did 
White Milk meet the champion veterans. 
for she was sold to the United States. I 
think she was one of the most. brilliant 
fillies produced by the Argentine in re- 
cent years. But I do not think she was 
of the same rank as the champion filly. 
Empenosa, which was the 1949 champion 
Argentine mare. 


SPEED. Baturro was much the best 
sprinter. He is owned by this S. Azul 
Stable. and is a son of The Druid—Bay- 
uca. He won several races. including the 
General Alvear. Benito Villanueva. Adolfo 
y Rufino Lure, and Estados del Brazil. 
The champion sprinting filly was Good 
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News. This filly created a sensation when 
she ran the five furlongs at Palermo in 
new South American record time, :35+5,. 
She is a daughter of British Empire—Call 
Over. by Early School. 


URUGUAY’S BEST. Uruguay, which 
has been poor in production of top horses 
in recent years, has found a true cham- 
pion colt among its 3-year-olds of 1949, 
Among the colts are two by the stakes 
winner Latero. Their names are Luzeiro 
and Leblon. Luzeiro was the champion 2- 
year-old of the first half of the year—in 
South America, horses have their official 
birthday on July 1. Luzeiro beat Leblon, 
and Leblon had beaten all other juveniles 
which contested with him. 

The Uruguayan Polla de Potrillos (Two 
Thousand Guineas), run at Moronas in 
August, found both colts dead-heated af- 
ter the mile race. 

However, things changed when the 
Gran Premio Jockey Club, about 114 
miles, was offered at Maronas as the sec- 
ond leg of the Uruguayan Triple Crown. 
Luzeiro beat Leblon in a clear manner. 
thus keeping his unbeaten status. 

The Gran Premio Nacional (Uruguayan 
Derby) was run at Maronas in October. 
over | 9/16 miles. Again Luzeiro and 
Leblon were in the field. the former being 
an odds-on favorite. After following the 
pace of Selvatico and Leblon, Luzeiro was 


sent to the front four furlongs from home, 
and won easily. Leblon was second, fol- 
lowed by Borbollon. After the race Lu- 
zeiro was sold to a Venezuelan horseman, 
who sent him to Argentina for the Carlos 
Pellegrini Latero, the sire of Luzeiro. died 
recently, and was a great loss to Urug- 
uayan breeders. 


Later in the year, Leblon lost some of 
his titles when he competed for the Premio 
Presidente de las Republica at the Las 
Piedras track. In that race, about 1 9/16 
miles, he was beaten a length and a half 
by the Argentine bred Kalibek, a son 
of Killarney—Chaneleta, by Capablanca, 
which had been fourth in the Argentine 
Derby. However, Skymaster, third, was at 
least 15 lengths behind Leblon at the 
finish. 


BRAZILIAN STAYER. The year 1949 
did not show any great Brazilian-bred 
horse in action. The Brazilian Triple 
Crown is run in the first half of the year. 
when the 3-year-olds are in the second 
half of their third year. After the Triple 
Crown, the situation indicated that Jabuti 
was the most likely horse to compete 
against older weight-for-age racers. 


He conquered the important Grande 
Premio Dezesseis de Julho. about 145 
miles. but he was not regarded as a true 
candidate for the Grande Premio Brazil. 
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run on the first Sunday of August, at 
Gavea, over 17, miles. 

The Grande Premio Brazil is South 
America’s richest: race, worth a million 
cruzeiros to the winner. and is an interna- 
tional weight-for-age race. Invitations were 
sent to owners of several top horses of 
Argentina and Uruguay, especially to the 
owners of Penny Post and Cruz Montiel. 
All expenses of the trip, and stabling at 
Gavea is paid by the Brazilian Jockey 
Club. But at the last moment. none of the 
best performers in either country were 
able to come. Cruz Montiel’s absence was 
the result of a delay in plane reservations. 

The favorite was A. J. Peixoto de Cas- 
tro’s Irish-bred Saravan (by Legend of 
France), which had won the coveted 
Grande Premio Sao Paulo at Cidade Jar- 
dim. Second choice was Paula Machado’s 
Heliaco. The tremendously hard track 
spoiled the chances of both. They finished 
lame and did not race again. Heliaco and 
Saravan have already entered stud. 

The race was run at a fast pace set by 
Seabra Stable’s Tiroleza. a mare by Fox 
Cub. But in the stretch, J. Jabour’s Car- 
rasco came by the outside with a rush, 
and won by a length. going away. He 
equaled the track record of 3:04°5. Tiro- 
leza kept the second place. Cid was third, 
and Multiple fourth.

He 
conquered the three big cup races of the 
country. all of them under weight-for-age 
conditions, and over long distances. The 
Grande Premio Brazil was the first of the 
series, and one of the most important and 
coveted race of South America. Later, he 
ran for the Grande Premio Jockey Club 
Brazil, about two miles, worth 400,000 
cruzeiros to the winner. He beat Tiroleza 
by three lengths in new Brazilian record 


time of 3:1845. 
UNPRECEDENTED. To close the series, 


Carrasco was entered in the longest race 
in Brazil, the Grande Premio Jockey Club 
do Rio de Janeiro. The race is about 21, 
miles. Carrasco was favorite, of course. 
but he was not entirely sound on the day 
of the race. However, rain made the track 
soft, Tiroleza was not in the race, and 
Carrasco won by three lengths. Multiple 
was second, with Hereo third. The win- 
ners time was 4:22. 

To win these three races is a feat never 
before accomplished by a Brazilian horse. 
It is not only necessary to be a great 
stayer, but a horse must be sound, and 
able to act on both firm and soft going. 
Carrasco, which accomplished the feat. 
was already a proven stayer in Argentina. 
where he was bred and raced up to 1948. 
In fact, in the Gran Premio Carlos Pelle- 
grini of 1948, Carrasco was fourth to 
Academico, Murano, and Desplante, with 
Penny Post in the beaten field. 


In his Argentine campaign, Carrasco 
ran 17 times, won nine races, and was 


second five times. In Brazil. to date. he 
started six times, won four races, and was 
second once.

I think they are backward. and 
the results observed are not impressing, 
The Colts’ Criterium was conquered by 
Nacar, a son of Royal Dancer. The Derby 
Paulista. the longest race they ran, was 
won by Falindor (by Congratulations), 
He was the best classie prospect L saw in 
1949. He is a rangy. strong colt with 
much to develop, and maybe he will be 
a good Braziiian Derby contender. 


GULFSTREAM PROSPERED 

The Gulfstream Park Racing Associa- 
tion recently closed one of the most. sue- 
cessful seasons in the history of the track, 
Both mutuel handle and attendance topped 
1949 figures.

Last fall the Kentucky State Racing 
Commission overhauled its rules with the 
object of making them simple and _ spe- 
cific, as much as those things can_ be 
spelled out in a few short words. 


One of the sections which was rewrit- 


ten was Rule 252, covering stimulation. 


It made the trainer the “absolute insurer 
of the condition of the horses he enters 
regardless of the acts of third parties.” 
And it provided that the trainer, stable 
foreman, groom, or other person connect 
ed with a horse to which a forbidden sub- 
stance was administered “shall be sus- 
pended or ruled off.” No definite period 
of suspension was provided, 


On March 31. the commission met 
again for consideration of the rules. and 
added a provision to Rule 252 that the 
minimum period of suspension should be ; 
60 days. The rule became effective April 
29. Here is its text: 


The trainer shall be responsible for and be the | 
absolute insurer of the condition of the horses 
he enters regardless of the acts of third parties 
Should the chemical analysis of any sample indi: 
eate the presence of a forbidden narcotic, stimu- 
lant, depressant, or a local anaesthetic, the trainer 
of the horse shall be suspended for 60 days or 
more or ruled off. And. in addition, the stable 
foreman. groom, or any other persons shown to 
have had the care or attendance of the horse 
shall be suspended for 60 days or more or ruled | 
off. The owner of such a horse shall not parti 
cipate in the purse distribution of that race. +
